Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 5 and 9 have been amended with 
singular dependent claims. Applicant argues that there is no motivation for using a strand introduced through the guide pin and cutter to 
pull the cutter into the knee. It is brought to applicant's attention, that the guide wire that was being taught by McGuire was not actively 
pulling the cutter towards the knee, but rather was acting just as a guide wire does, as a guide. The guide wire is "used" to locate the 
cutter along an axis to facilitate pulling the cutter into the knee. Therefore, applicant's arguments are moot due to arguing unrelated 
motivation. 
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
